This mvention relates to .booklets for 
illustrating wall decorating colour 
schemes, and its object is to .provide con- 
venient means for bringing into juxta- 

jq position a number of different illustrated 
colour scheines, whereby the general 
effect ot different combinations of the 
same can be obtained. 
The invention is described as applied 

1^ tjp Ulustrated panelled wall decorating 
schemes to* which it is particularly applic- 
able. 

The booklet is provided with leaves as 
usual, and printed on these leaves are a 

20 series of ground or panel designs, such as 
wall paper designs for example, and these 
designs may not only be entirely different 
from each other, but each may embody a 
different colour scheme, - 

25 In addition to the leaves, masks are 
embodied in the .booklet; each mask is 
provided with an opening, and surround- 
ing the opening in each is illustrated a 
paned surround, each embodying a 

30 different colour scheme with or without 
representations of the furniture of 
different rooms, such for example as a 
dining room, drawing room, bedroom, or 
entrance hall. 

35 These masks are disposed 60 that they 
can be placed over the panel designs 
represented on any of the leaves, and the 
general effect of* the different combina- 



tions of panel surrounds and/#her objects 
represented on the mask, and .panel 
designs which can be seen through the 
openings in the jnajaks, can be thup 
ootained, .aaid is of great assistance in 
deciding what combination to adopt in 
decorating a room. 

ii the preferred constrvictionj the 
masks constitute extensions formed 
integrally with or secured to the outer 
edges of .the book covers. Two masks : dis- 
posed side by- side are associated with 
each ooyer, that is, two on ,the right and 
two on the left ; these masks are each of 
the same size as .the covers, and they are 
arranged to fold one over tie other and 
witSin the corresponding coyer. WTiein 
the book is open each of the twin* masks 
can be adjusted oyer any tyro leaves in 
the booklet. 

'Either the two on.the left or the.,two on 
the right can for instance be folded .over 
the two open leases in the book, any of .the 
latter can by turning them over be dis* 
posed under the masks, and consequently 
the panel designs on the whole of the 
pages can be viewed in connection with 
the colour schemes of the panel surrminds 
on either of the two twin masks. 

The matter illustrated on the book 
leaves, and on the masks, .may it is 
obvious, be varied to suit different 
requirements without departing from the 
spirit of the invention.
